German Council Is Told 


Denazification 
Acts 


Are Disappointing 


Stuttgart, Germany, Nov. 5 UP) 


—Lt. Gen. Lucius D. Clay told the 
German Council of State today 
that the American Military Gov- 
ernment was "thoroughly disap- 
pointed" with the German per- 
formance in handling denazifica- 
tion. 


Unless the Germans improve 


quickly, he said, the military gov- 
ernment will take over the job it- 
self.The deputy military governor of 
the American occupation zone an- 
nounced an immediate order that 
no German who had been removed 
from office by the military govern- 
ment might be returned to office 
without military government ap- 
proval, even though tried and 
cleared of nazism by German de- 
nazification courts. 
It was the sharpest-criticism yet 


made of the provisional German 
government by military govern- 
ment officials, who last spring 
turned over to the Germans the 
responsibility 
for clearing their 


own ranks of Nazism in the Amer- 
ican zone. 
German officials from the three 
states in the American zone lis- 
tened in glum siience to the sharp 
reproof.

Postal Clerk Gives 
Full Confession to 
$40,000 Mail Theft 


Inspectators Say Man Is 
Beyond Any Punishment 


Since Statute Covers 


His Robbery • 


. San Francisco, Nov. 5 IS")—A 
46-year-old former postoffice clerk 
has confessed in full, postal in- 
spectors said today, that he stole 
$40,000 ia cash from a mail sack 
in 1937. 


But, they explained that he can- 


not be" prosecuted for the theft 
because no iiiiffcfmpnt wn«s T-ptm 
ed within the three-yeat period 
specified by the statute of limita- 
tions. 
However, U. S. Treasury officials 
were interested' in the case—be- 
cause the man failed to pay in- 
come tax on the $40,000. 
Special Postal Investigator W. 
S. Palmer, here from Washington, 
D. C., quoted the man as confess- 
ing he slit a registered pouch en 
route from the Federal Reserve 
Bank to an Oakland bank and 
"grabbed the first thing I got my 
hands* on." 
It was a small canvas bag con- 


taining 540,000 in currency. He 
said he concealed it in his garage. 


The man kept on as postal 


clerk for two years and then went 
into business for himself. Eventu- 
ally he lost every cent of the 
money, Palmer said.

When a citizen found it beyond his conscience to 


vote for the candidate of his own party and the op- 
ponent was too contemptible, he voted for Norman 
Thomas, who thus polled a sizable protest vote. Of 
course, there h&vc always i>cen some Socialists who 
voted for Norman Thomas, but in recent years, 
their numbers have teen few. 


It was sound democratic action to have this pro- 


test column because it told the political bosses that 
there were independent citi/u-ns who look th^ P|W- 
iion seriously and could not bo led around by the 
nose, and at the same time, it gave the citizen a 
vehicle for wholesome moral indignation. 1, myself, 
voted for neither Franklin D. Roosevelt nor 
Wendell W'illkie in 1940, because neither the prac- 
ticality of casting for the winning candidate nor 
party regularity could impel me to accept either of 
these men. Instead, I resorted to moral indignation. 
It was a wholesome, clean feeling. 


W.ell, this year Norman Thomas' name will ap- 


pear on no ballot. In fact, after years and years, 
the Socialist party has disappeared from the ballot 
in New York state. This was accomplished by legal- 
istic shenanigans of a low order. The Socialists were 
on the ballot, but the Democrats maneuvered to 
have them thrown off. It was a futile cheapness, 
which impelled the Democrats to dig up little cases 
against little parties, but I suppose a desperate ma- 
jor party often becomes a foolish and trivial party. 


What the Democrats did was to bring a case in 


a chosen county before a chosen judge, under an 
obscure provision of the Election Law by which an 
aggrieved candid;ite can go into a court and have 
his grievance respited by a judge who is willing to 
do it. So the Democratic candidate for controller 
went before Judge Murray in Rensselaer county to 
get the deed done.

How to Make Soap 


Directions on Way 


to Prepare It at Home 


In answer to a number of re- 


quests, for directions on how to 
make soap at home, the Ulster 
County Home Bureau passes on 
the following recommendations re- 
ceived from the College of Home 
Economics. 


Mild soap may be made from 


only three ingredients; fat, water, 
and lye. If hard fat, such as! beef. 
or mutton is used, the proportion 
is 6 pounds of fat, 6 cups of water, 
and one can of Ife. If a soft fat 
such as lard or bacon fat is used, 
the same amounts of fat and lye 
but reduce the water to' 4 cups. 
The soap may 
by 


quickly with a large 


amount of water. After the water 
has been mopped up, vinegar will 
stop the action of lye that remains 
on the surface. 


"In boiling the water out of the 


fat, use a kettle larger at the top 
than at the bottom to prevent an 
explosion."

When 
it stops crackling it should be 
taken from the fire to prevent 
•eorching. 


Add the lye slowly to the cold 


water (never add the water to the 
lye). Pour the lye solution into the 
melted fat, stirring it all the time. 
Stir or beat with an egg beater, for 
15 to 20 minutes or until the soap 
is the consistence "of honey. Soap 
can be made to float by beating in 
it a large amount of air.
